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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR OCTOBER. 


At first sight, the figures of our foreign trade for October 
look rather unsatisfactory, both the imports and exports 
showing a slight decrease in value as compared with last 
year, but if a proper allowance were made for the differ- 
ence due to the fact that last month contained one work- 
ing day less than October, 1885, this decrease would be 
And if we 
take into account the lower level of prices ruling now as 


obliterated, or turned into a trifling increase. 


compared with a year ago, it is certain that the volume of 
our foreign trade expanded to a moderate extent during 
last month. The month’s imports show no feature of 
special importance, but in the exports there is again a 
noticeable increase in yarns and textiles, due not to one 
or two countries alone, but to larger purchases by nearly 
all of our important customers, whether in Europe, across 
the Atlantic, or in the East. In the ten months to date there 
is a decrease in the value of our imports of 24,244,000/, 
or 7} per cent., of which 15,710,000/ is due to reduced 
purchases of food products, and there is a decrease of less 
than 1 per cent. in our exports. The latter is the result of a 
small shrinkage under practically all heads, except textiles, 
in which there is a gain of 2,415,0001, or nearly 3 per cent. 
The diminution in what are classed as our metal exports 
is slight, but it is heavy in machinery and millwork. 
All things considered, these results can scarcely be con- 


sidered unsatisfactory.

THE APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTORS OF 
FACTORIES. 
We learn that, after a somewhat protracted departmental 
controversy, an understanding has at last been arrived 
at with respect to the appointment of Her Majesty’s 
Inspectors of Factories, which it is to be hoped will 
place the Department on a more satisfactory footing than 
has been the case for a number of years past. Up till 
the year 1880, inspectors of factories were appointed in 
accordance with an arrangement which had been estab- 
lished between the Home Secretary, the Treasury, and 
the Civil Service Commissioners. The’ Home Secretary 
had the right to nominate candidates for the office as 
vacancies occurred, and such candidates, on successfully 
passing an examination and obtaining a certificate from 
the Civil Service Commissioners, were forthwith appointed. 
In 1880, Sir William Harcourt, who was then Home 
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Secretary, claimed the right to appoint as inspectors 
gentlemen whom he held to possess special qualifications 
for the office, without their undergoing the specified exam1- 
nation, and independently of the certificate of the Civil 
Service Commissioners. Under this arrangement, several 
so-called working-men inspectors were appointed, who 
were, or had been, trades union officials, but the 
practical effect of it was simply to dispense with the 
Civil Service Commissioners’ certificate,and to set aside 
the scheme of examination which had been arranged and 
fixed upon for candidates for this office. As a conse- 
quence, the appointments came to be made simply on 
the nomination of the Home Secretary, who claimed the 
right to be himself the sole judge of the special fitness of 
a candidate for the office. There were obviously grave 
objections to a continuance of this system, as it opened a 
door for nepotism, or political jobbery, from which it 
was supposed our Civil Service had been long emancipated. 
Ultimately, an amended scheme was arranged by a 
departmental cemmittee, on which the Treasury, the 
Home Office, and the Civil Service Commission were 
represented, and as this scheme has now been formally 
adopted, it will come into operation in June, 1887. 


The chief feature of this new scheme is that an exam1- 


| nation will be imposed in future upon all candidates, and 


a certificate from the Civil Service Commissioners must 
be obtained before the appointment can be completed. 
Candidates who, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, 
are possessed of special qualifications for the discharge of 
the duties of Inspectors of Factories may be relieved of 
certain portions of the scheme of examination, on pro- 
ducing certificates which show that they possess these 
4nalifications, and upon this point the certificates granted 
in connection with the technical examinations at South 
Kensington will ke accepted as proving a knowledge of 
special industries. There are few public officials who 
come more closely in contact with all who are engaged in 
manufacturing industries than the Inspectors of Factories, 
or on whose sound sense and discretion so much depends 
for the impartial and satisfactory administration of the 
stringent restrictive laws which thev enforce. To have 
allowed the appointments to this important office to be 
simply scrambled for as prizes in the political lottery- 
basket, as has been tae case during the last six or seven 
years, would have been most reprehensible, and the action 
which the Treasury has taken in insisting upon some 
acknowledged principle being recognised in making 
appointments to the Factory Department will be 
universally approved. There is a great deal of nonsense 
talked about the special qualifications necessary to make 
a mana good and efficient Inspector of Factories. All 
that is required is a fair amount of ability and general 
intelligence, discretion, tact, and industry. All the 
special duties which may be said to be peculiar to the 
office may be learned by a man of ordinary intelligence in 
a few months. 





THE IRON TRADE. 


On the 11th September, in an article on the iron trade, 
we wrote as follows:—‘ Although no very decided 
evidences of improvement can be reported, there appears 
to be a growing conviction that the worst has been seen, 
and that time will bring with it some change for the 
better.” These expectations have been fully realised 
during the two months which have intervened. Not only 
has there been a very much larger business than usual, 
but prices have advanced. Scotch pig iron warrants have 
risen from 39s 6d to 43s, No. 3 Middlesbro’ from 30s to 
33s, and hematites from 41s 6d to 45s 6d. The reaction of 
the last few days is no doubt due to over-speculation 
for the rise, and a desire to secure profits on the 
part of operators. The improvement has been most 
marked in the steel trade. The low prices ruling for 
steel rails (3/ 10s to 31 15s) drew out very large orders, 
and makers having filled their books are now asking 
3/17s 6d and upwards. This price is still most exceptionally 
cheap, and the advance can scarcely have any restrictive 
effect on business. The moderate prices ruling for 
hematite pigs and steel blooms brought some consider- 
able orders from the United States, and inquiries are still 
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being made for further parcels. The following figures, 
drawn from the Board of Trade returns, will show the 
extent of our exports in that direction during the past ten 
months :—

As stated in a previous article, this movement may be 
traced in its origin to the resolution come to at Middles- 
bro’, in August, to reduce the make of that district, 
proving as this did to the public that prices had reached a 
point which might be considered perfectly safe. The 
result of this decision has been altogether satisfaetory. 
The shipping trade of that district was more than usually 
active during September and October, and stocks were 
reduced 37,359 tons. As the smelters are under engage- 
ment not to increase the make of ordinary Cleveland iron, 
at present, it may be assumed that stocks will now be 
kept within manageable compass. In Cumberland, a few 
furhaces are being blown in, owing to the greater 
activity among the manufacturers of steel, but in Scotland 
the number is considerably less than it was twelve months 
since, mainly owing to difficulties with the colliers. It 
does not appear probable, therefore, tbat the late rise in 
prices will lead to much increase in the output of pig 
iron. The contraction which has taken place during the 
last few years will be evident from the following figures, 
which show the production of pig iron in Great Britain :—

There are some interesting and suggestive facts to be 
gathered from above. First, it will be noticed that whilst 
the expansion in both periods was about 50 per cent., the 
contraction was only 10 to 12 per cent., thus showing a 
considerable growth in the demand for iron. Comparing 
the years 1867 and 1885, we find the consumption of the 
world increased from 10,400,000 to 18,750,000 tons, and 
taking Great Britain and the United States, the growth 
was from 6,066,046 tons to 11,296,183 tons. 


If, then, we have reached the end of the period of con- | 


traction, we have every right to expect, from the 
experience of the past, a considerable expansion in the 
demand for iron. 

The last Board of Trade returns are satisfactory, 
showing as they do an increase of 39,439 tons in the 
October shipments when compared with last year, the 
total exports for the ten months being 2,842,895 tons, 
against 2,679,909 tons in 1885. The increase, however, is 
almost entirely due to our improved trade with the United 
States, the figures for the ten months being 643,060 tons, 
against 324,238 tons in 1885. Upon analysing the total we 
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find, in addition to the United States, a small increase in 
the case of Canada and Russia, but a decrease in the quanti- 
ties sent to Australia, India,Germany and Holland, France, 
Egypt, and other smaller places. The falling-off in our 
exports to Australia can be accounted for by the con- 
dition of affairs in that colony, but now that the price of 
wool has advanced, and seasonable rains are reported, we 
may expect better times there. Shipments to India have 
been seriously affected by the great fall in exchange, but 
the late advance is likely to have a beneficial effect on 
our exports. The falling off in shipments to Germany and 
Holland (which are almost exclusively of pig iron) may be 
traced to the general depression experienced there, and in 
part to the fact that they are more independent of us than 
formerly for their supplies of pig iron. So far this year 
there has been but little expansion in our exports of rails, 
but with the greater activity reported lately, we may 
expect to see an improvement before long. The figures 
for the ten months are as follows :—

This branch of,the trade is subject to spasmodic expansion, 
and the periods of railway extension are always periods of 
prosperity for the iron trade. Whether we are on the eve 
of such another period, it is difficult to say, but there are 
several favouring circumstances. First, there is the 
decided development in this direction in the United 
States ; and although the manufacturers in that country 
have so far kept pace with the demand, still they are 
fast approaching the point at which the utmost capacity 
of their machinery will be reached, and then our chances 
of business will be very much improved. Meantime, 
owing to the low prices ruling in this country, and favour- 
able freights, we have been able to secure some orders for 
shipment to the Southern States, and the quantity shipped 
up to 31st October was 30,009 tons, against 5,432 tons in 
1885, and 16,822 tons in 1884. Schemes of railway exten- 
sions in other countries are being announced, and seeing 
the facility with which capital for new undertakings is 
obtained, it may be expected that these will be easily floated 
when placed before the public. Home railway companies 
have lately given out some good orders for relaying, and 
it is reported that the experience gained from trials of 
steel sleepers encourages the hope that these will in time 
be pretty universally adopted. 

The home trade of the country is reported slightly 
better, and the outlook for the winter has improved during 
the last few weeks. Both shipbuilders and engineers 
report having received new orders, and say inquiries are 
more numerous than for some time past. 
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THE DIRECTION OF OUR FOREIGN TRADE 
IN 1886. 


Tue Board of Trade Returns for the present month contain, 
as usual, tables showing the direction and extent of our 
foreign trade in the first nine months of the year. These 
we will briefly analyse, since their results, which are inte- 
resting, can only be very imperfectly gathered from the 
monthly returns. The following are the gross totals :—

One feature of the above figures is the much larger 
decrease in our foreign than in our colonial imports, but 
it is not difficult to see the reason for this. For various 
reasons, some, at least, of a satisfactory nature, we have 
greatly reduced our purchases of articles of food during 
the current year, and the bulk of these we derive from 
foreign countries. There are, of course, several important 
food products that we derive from the colonies and posses- 
sions of this country, viz., wheat, tea, coffee, sugar, and

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preserved meat. As regards these, our imports of wheat 
from the Australasian colonies have fallen off greatly, but 
the much more important supplies from India have been 
well maintained. Tea, from India, shows a substantial 
increase, while the decrease in our receipts of coffee from 


| Ceylon has been offset by an increase in the supplies from © 


other British possessions. Sugar shows, however, a decided 

| diminution, and so does preserved meat. Taken as a 
whole, our imports of foodstuffs from the colonies have 
| been fairly well maintained, while there is a heavy decrease 
|in our imports from foreign countries, this being most 
marked in the case of our wheat and flour supplies, and 
our imports of sugar, and what may be called dairy pro- 
duce. Of the total decrease of about 19{ millions shown 
by foreign countries, about 7 millions are due to the 
United Sates (mainly cereals, sugar, cattle, and copper) 
4: millions to Russia (chiefly wheat and flax) 2 millions 
to Egypt (mostly cotton), and 1{ millions to Germany, 
while about 1 million is due to Brazil. Of the decrease 
of nearly 4 millions shown by the colonies, <c., about 3; 
millions are due to the Australias, in which wool figures 
for a large amount, and 1 million is due to the West 
Indies. 

Turning, however, from the imports to the exports, 
which are in some ways of more interest, the differences 
between our trade with foreign countries and the colonies 

'are even more marked, although the variations in the 
percentages are less. We find, contrary perhaps to ex- 
pectation, that our export trade to foreign countries has 
increased to a slight extent. The most striking feature 
in the returns is an increase of nearly 3; millions 
in the value of our exports to the United States. 
This increase is distributed, with but few exceptions, 
over most articles in the export list, but is espe- 


cially marked in textile manufactures, there being a 


substantial gain in every case, apart only from cotton 
piece goods, for which the United States is now not 
w large customer. In iron and steel there is a decided 
improvement, the articles which have gained the most 
being pig-iron, mostly, no doubt, hematite descriptions, 
steel rails, unwrought steel, and tin plates. Altogether, 
the indications of reviving trade with the Unite] States— 
by far our greatest foreign customer—are decidedl 
encouraging. Apart, however, from the United States, 
it is evident that our foreign export trade must 
have declined, since the total increase shown above 
is small. As a matter of fact, our exports to the Continent 
fell off rather heavily in value, the total being only 
53,950,000/, as against 57,852,000/ in 1885, a decrease of 
3,902,000/, or nearly 6 per cent. The decline, which is 
all but general, is especially noticeable in the case of 
France, Germany (together with Holland), and Italy. 
There are, however, a few exceptions. Our export trade 
to Roumania has decidedly increased, and there is a 
moderate gain in the value of our exports to Austria- 
Hungary and Greece. The exports of this country to 
Egypt have been decidedly smaller, and with the exception 
of China, a diminution is generally apparent in our Eastera 
and African trade, but with the Spanish West Indies, &c., 
we have done more trade. A satisfactory feature is a 
substantial gain in our South American trade, the only 
exception to the otherwise general expansion being 
Uruguay. It will be of special interest to watch the pro- 
gress of this business. For some time America has been 
attempting, with a want of success, to increase her trade 
with South America, but now Germany is also stirring in 
somewhat the same direction, since the desire shown by 
German capitalists to invest large amounts of capital in 
the Argentine Republic, &c., will no doubt be accom- 
panied by efforts to obtain a larger share in the trade 
of those countries. As a whole, it will be seen our 
foreign export trade would have worn quite an encouraging 
appearance had it not been for the shrinkage in our trade 
with the Continent. This is, of course, partly, though by 
no means wholly due to the operation of hostile tariffs ; 
but in this respect the outlook is brighter than it was, for 
as we have more than once pointed out, there is an in- 
creasing tendency in Germany and Austria-Hungary— 
the strongholds of Continental protection—to question 
the beneficence of the present high Customs tariffs. 

As regards our colonial exports, our shipments to India 
have increased from 21,482,000/ in 1885 to 23,595,0002 in 
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the first nine months of the current year, this gain of 
2,113,0001 being mainly in cotton piece goods, which 
is especially satisfactory in view of the difficulties 
experienced from the fluctuations in the exchanges. 
Our exports to the Australasian colonies have fallen, how- 
ever, from 18,450,0001 in 1885 to 16,777,0001 this year, 
but this decrease of 1,673,0001 is not surprising, in view of 
the very pronounced commercial depression which has 
prevailed. An expansion in this branch of our trade may 
now perhaps be anticipated, since the condition of affairs 
in Australasia has latterly improved, but there is also a 
disposition to increase the duties on imports in Victoria 
and elsewhere, which may adversely affect our export 
trade. There is a heavy decrease in the exports of this 
country to the Cape, which colony has suffered from the 
same causes as the Australias, with a superadded state of 
chronic political uncertainty. Our shipments to Hong 
Kong have declined, as have those to the West Indies, 
but our export trade to Canada has increased. 








THE POSITION AND PROSPECTS OF THE 
COTTON TRADE. 


We take the following from Messrs Ellison and 
Co.’s annual review of the cotton trade:—-‘The past 
season has been a very unsatisfactory period for spinners ; 
but manufacturers have done better than in 1884-5. It 
was apparent twelve months ago that the spindles had 
overtaken the looms ; and it is only very recently that the 
looms have caught up to the spindles. In the meantime 
the supply of yarn has constantly exceeded the demand ; 
while the demand for cloth has all along been quite equal 
to the supply. Manufacturers have, therefore, been able 
to buy their yarn in a weak market, while selling their 
eloth inafirm one. Fortunately for spinners, a very bearish 
tone has pervaded the cotton market throughout the season. 
This has enabled them to get their raw material at a lower 
price than would otherwise have been the case. It was 
obvious at the opening of the season that the spinning 
industry was in a bad way,inasmuch as the fourteen weeks’ 
stoppage of machinery at Oldham had not strengthened 
the hands of spinners. It was this circumstance which 
gave rise to the pessimism which forced down prices from 
53d to 48d, and even when the reaction commenced, public 
opinion in Liverpool was so sceptical, and the tone of the 
market so bearish, that spinners alone carried the price 
back, first to 5¥d and eventually to 5ied per lb. The 
operations of spinners, manufacturers, and shippers have 
been greatly hampered by the fall in silver and the un- 
stable condition of the Eastern exchanges ; but spite 
of these difficulties, the combined exports of yarns and 
goods show a slight increase upon the previous two seasons. 
The opening, highest, lowest, closing, and average prices of 
middling upland compare as follows :—

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On the 30th September the stock of cotton in Liverpool 
was taken by actual count, and proved (including 7,000 
Egyptian added previously) to be 79,670 bales larger than 
the previous estimate. The excess consisted of 50,870 
American, 150 Brazil, 20,070 Egyptian (including 7,000 
added previously), and 8,580 sundries. This extraordinary 
error was equal to 94,000 bales of 400 lbs; and, of course, 
showed that the deliveries, and consequently the consump- 
tion, had been materially over-estimated. Twelve months 
previously, that is, at the end of September, 1885, it was 
stated that one firm holding a large stock of American 
had not made any return of stock. 
was attached to this statement, but the recent 
recount proves that it was true. For this reason we 
have, in estimating the consumption, spread the error 
of 94,000 bales over the past two seasons.

It is obvious that there is nothing radically wrong in 
the foregoing estimates, unless it be radically wrong to 
assume that the deliveries will be fully equal to those of 
last season, or that the present rate of consumption will 
be continued throughout the season. On these points 
most of our readers are as competent as ourselves to form 
We have no desire to dogmatise in the 
matter. The result will depend upon the outturn of the 
crops and upon the state of trade, about neither of which 
can anything certain be predicted. Spinners will not 
forget the inconvenience occasioned by the serious 
reduction in the stock of American at the end of the past 
season; but if the world uses 6,552,000 bales, it will 
require a crop of 6,707,000 bales to restore the 155,000 
bales taken out of the ports of Europe. The difficulty 
may be met by an increased consumption of Surats; but 
this will not take place unless the prices of American 
advance. As to the future, public opinion here is aguinst 
the market. Although the rate of consumption everywhere 
is unprecedentedly large, and the supply in prospect by 
no means excessive, the tone is quite as bearish, and almost 
as pessimist, as it has been at any time within the past 
three years. Although trade is better than for a long time 
past, there is no genuine belief in a continuance of the 
improvement, while there is a very prevalent conviction 
that the Southern planters will presently be compelled, 
owing to financial necessities, to force off a large portion 
of their crops at the best prices they can get. In antici- 
pation of this, there is every day very free selling by 
operators, who expect on the morrow to cover their sales 
here by purchases in the South. ‘This is the secret of the 
‘bear’ talk one hears on ’Change. Until recently this 
style of business has been more or less successful, in con- 
sequence of the initial sales of futures having been made 
at prices temporarily influenced in an upward direction by 
the advance due to the exhaustion of stocks in September. 
But now that values have fallen to what may be termed a 
normal level, operators are more careful about selling 
‘short,’ even for twenty-four hours, as up to the present 
the expected pressure to sell’ at the South has not com- 
menced to show itself ; while a suspicion is beginning to 
cross the mind of the market that when the South does 
want to sell Europe will also want to buy—the Continent 
having bought much less than usual during the autumn, in 
consequence of the advance which then took place in prices.

TRADE NOTES. 


Customs Duties in THE Spanish West Inp1res.—The 
tariff in force in these islands is framed on the double 
basis of the goods imported, and of the flag under which 
they are conveyed. ‘Lhere are thus four rates of duty— 
Spanish goods (1) under the Spanish flag; (2) under a 
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foreign flag; foreign goods (3) under the Spanish flag ; 
and (4) under a foreign flag. The principle adopted m 
treaties which apply to these colonies has been to place 
the flag of the country to which the treaty applies in 
voyages of “direct navigation” on the same footing as 
the Spanish flag; in this way removing foreign goods from 
the 4th to the 3rd column of the tariff, when they arrive 
from the country of their origin under its flag. The point 
in dispute recently between the United States and Spain 
is the interpretation of a clause in the Convention of 
February 13, 1884. The Spanish Government have now 
conceded the United States interpretation that this Con- 
vention covers all goods proceeding from that country, not 
merely its products. The 4th table of duties is thus 
abolished as far as concerns the Unired States, for the 
concession once made, although it is said to be a temporary 
measure, can hardly be recalled. As soon as it is formally 
admitted in this case, Her Majesty’s Government will no 
doubt ask for its extension to this country, under the 
most-favoured-nation stipulations of the Convention con- 
cluded with Spain last April. 





Werauts anp Measures.—The report by the Board of 
Trade on their proceedings during the past year under 
the Weights and Measures Act, states that the Standards 
Department has been specially engaged in the re-verifica- 
tion of its own standards. Its general business has 
included the usual verification of standards for local and 
colonial purposes, and a few matters of special interest to 
which its attention has been directed are thus alluded 
to:— Representations continue to be made to the Board 
of Trade by local authorities and manufacturers, as to a 
want of uniformity in the fees taken by the inspectors for 
stamping the weights and measures used in trade. This 
point will require further legislation. Complaints have 
been made te the Standards Department as to the way in 
which some inspectors carry out their duties with regard 
to the mode of testing and stamping. Generally the 
complaints would appear to arise from the fact that such 
inspectors have not sufficient technical knowledge for their 
work; but, in reply to these complaints, it has been 
pointed out that these officers are appointed by the several 
local authorities named in the Act, and that any complaints 
should, if necessary, be made to the local authorities who 
appoint the inspectors. Representations have also been 
made as to a necessity for greater accuracy in the adjust- 
ment of the weights used for pharmaceutical purposes. 
In some districts it would appear that the local inspectors 
have not been so careful as they might have been in verify- 
ing the small weights used by chemists and druggists. 
As weights once stamped by any inspector may be 
used in any other inspector’s district without being 
required to be restamped, it is desirable that local authori- 
ties should see that their officers, when they undertake to 
test such weights, properly carry out their duties in this 
respect. It has been suggested that the Standards Office 
should itself undertake the verification of such delicate 
weights, &c., as in many instances local authorities feel 
unable to provide the necessary personal and instrumental 
means for doing so. The Board of Trade, however, could 
not undertake such work without charging a fee, and they 
have no power at present under the Act to charge fees. 
There is necessarily a demand in trade for rapid methods 
of weighing and measuring, and special forms of automatic 
apparatus are therefore introduced from time to time. For 
instance, in the measurement of liquids drawn from any 
vessel, as from a cask, there is sometimes used a measur- 
ing or registering tap, by which the quantity of liquor is 
approximately measured by the tap, without the interven- 
tion of astamped measure. In the rapid weighing of dry 
goods also, as one pound packages of sugar, tea, &c., there 
are also used automatic weighing machines, sometimes 
known as weighing and filling machines, by which a single 
quantity of dry goods is rapidly weighed at each operation 
of the machine, without the use of stamped weights. The 
use of weights is also dispensed with in many trades by 
the use of spring balances, and weighing machines of 
special forms, the actual weight of the goods, &c., being 
determined by the compression orextension of asteel spring, 
or otherwise, and not by gravity. As practical experience 
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accumulates, and science expands our resources, newer 
forms of automatic weighing and measuring apparatus 
continue to arise, and the use of existing forms of stamped 
weights and measures is to some extent rendered unneces- 
sary. Such automatic apparatus is not required by the 
Act to be verified by the inspectors. Representations have 
been made to the Department that all such measuring and 
weighing apparatus should be verified and stamped by th> 
inspector, so that the public might have the sane 
guarantee as to the accuracy of such apparatus that they 
now have with reference to stamped weights and 
measures. The consideration of the Board of Trade has 
been given to an extensive practice of selling coal by short 
weight in the Northern counties of England, and the 
question will require consideration whenever further 
general legislation on the subject of weights and measures 
is proposed. The notice of the Department has also been 
directed to the existing law (Weights and Measures Act, 
1878; Coal Mines Regulation Act, 1872) with regard to 
the testing of the weighing machines used in coal 
mines in checking miners’ wages. Further legislation 
was proposed last Session by ‘The Coal Mines Regu- 
lation Bill, but the Bill was not proceeded with. 
Some attention has been called during the past year to the 
weighing of live cattle, and to a want in cattle markets of 
sufficient weighing-honses and weighing-machines for this 
purpose. It does not rest with the Board of Trade to 
enforce the provision of means for weighing live cattle, 
and it has been pointed out that, where necessary, 
representations should therefore be made to the markets 
committees or other local authorities who control and 
regulate cattle markets.”

Attention is directed to the fact, that while Roumania 
buys very largely of German goods, Germany takes 
but a trifling amount of Roumanian products, and the 
Roumanian journals are urging that it would be better to 
divert trade from Germany to such nations as Great 
Britain and Belgium, who are as important as buyers, as 
they are as sellers. The tariff war with France has 
visibly affected trade with that country, and latterly trade 


with Austria-Hungary has also been grievously hampered 
by a war of rates. 


Inp1an Crops.— The following memoranda on the 
prospects of certain Indian crops have been issued by the 
Agricultural Department :—Cotton—The first report on 
the prospects of the cotton crop of the North-Western 
Provinces of Oudh is as follows:—*“ Rains timely and 
generally well d stributed in the important cotton-growing 
districts. Total estimated area about 10 per cent. larger 
than last year. Plants strong and vigorous. Flowers a 
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little injured from the late heavy rains towards the close 
of August, but on the whole promising. Taking 100 to 
denote a full average crop, present prospects estimated at 
85.”" Coffee— The coffee forecast in Coorg indicates an 
outturn of about 2,700 tons. The absence of showers 
before blossoming, and the heavy rains which fell while 
the plants were in blossoin have injured the prospects of the 
crop, but the outturn will still be nearly 2 cwts per acre.” 
Rice — The report on the prospects of the rice crop in 
Lower Burmah for September 1886 is as follows :—“ The 
estimated increase in the area actually under paddy is 
106,629 acres over the area of 1885-6, or 3°3 per cent. The 
increase is shared by all ten districts, except Shwegyin, 
where there is a slight decrease, owing mainly to the 
disturbed state of the district. Rainfall and weather have 
been seasonable, but more rain is wanted in Prome. Crop 
prospects are everywhere favourable, but no estimate of 
outturn can be formed until effect of October rains on the 
crops has been ascertained.”

Commenting upon those figures, the Times of India 


estimates that over 800 lakhs of rupees are invested in 
Indian cotton mills, while the loan capital must bring up 
the total to, 1,100 lakhs, which at 1s 6d exchange, is 
equivalent to about eight and a-quarter millions sterling. 
It also draws attention to the fact that, while the average 
weight of cotton spun in this country in 1885 averaged 
about 31 pounds per spindle, the Indian mills are returned 
as consuming, during the twelve months ending June last, 
no less than 111} pounds per spindle. This enormous 
difference in the average consumption is, in the opinion 
of our contemporary, partly due to the lower counts of 
yarn spun in India, but, at the same time, it seems to 
show a want of accuracy in many of the mill returns of 
their actual consumption in the twelve months. 
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A New Process 1n Street Maxrine.—For some time, 
it is said, important experiments have been proceeding in 
Scotland in connection with a new process for heating the 
steel-smelting furnaces. The new method is the applica- 
tion of what is described as water-oil gas to the firing of 
the furnaces, and the results obtained are reported to be 
of a very satisfactory character. The degree of heat 
attained exceeds anything hitherto obtainable by the 
ordinary methods of firing, and a metal is produced of 
fine quality. There is a considerable saving of manual 
jabour, and in other respects the costs are considerably 
reduced, the gain in that respect from a working point of 
view being stated by the Glasgow Herald at about 30 per 
cent., roughly. 


Tue Trapr or ADEN AND OF THE Somat Coast.— 
A report upon the trade of Aden and of the Somali Coast 
by Captain Snell, of the Trade Registration Department at 
Aden, which has just been issued, contains some details of 
interest. According to this report, grey American shirt- 
ings are the foreign fabrics most largely imported into 
Aden, and these fabrics are much appreciated not only 
by the Arabs of Yemen, but by the Somalis, the imita- 
tion so-called “country American” goods, produced 
in the Bombay mills, being rejected as very unequal 
in finish and durability to the real article. During the year 
1885-6, 5,249,612 yards were imported, against 3,559,695 
yards in 1884-5, so that the tra7e is decidedly increasing. To 
the East Coast of Africa 2,744,395 yards were exported 
from Aden in 1885-6, as against 1,991,367 yards in 1884-5. 
Captain Snell considers that there is a good field for 
Lancashire cotton goods in the Somali country, North of 
the territory of the Sultan of Zanzibar, but, he says, they 
must be of good quality, as the natives prefer the more 
durable qualities. Some trade is also carried on in beads, 
which are chiefly supplied from Venice and Trieste. 
Turkey-red goods have been superseded by a cheap imita- 
tion produced in Germany from aniline-dyed yarns, and 
in this case the natives appear to appreciate cheapness 
rather than quality. Dyed yarns of European production 
are obtained largely from Bombay. Captain Snell 
recommends the establishment of a  sample-room 
at the Trade Registration Office, as being likely 
t> promote British trade, and also draws attention 
to the paucity of British merchants in the settlement. 
At present goods pass through three sets of middlemen 
after arriving at Aden before reaching the consumer, but 
Captain Snell states that he will be glad to furnish inform- 
ation on one specified day in each week to the local trades- 
men and others wishing to communicate with the British 
manufacturer. And as there are public letter-writers in 
connection with his Department, there need be no diffi- 
culty about the correspondence; and the Bank of Aden 
would furnish the necessary drafts for cash transactions. 
He suggests also that packages might, under certain con- 
ditions, be forwarded through the agency of his Depart- 
ment. For a year past, it is stated, a steamer has been 
regularly running between Aden and the Somali coast 
ports, and the rapidity with which goods can be conveyed 
ought greatly to facilitate trade with the caravans which 
come from the interior of Africa. 


Enciish ENTERPRISE IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
Russtan Petrroteum Inpustry.—The London Chamber 
of Commerce have published a detailed report by Colonel 
C. E. Stewart upon the petroleum fields of South-Eastern 
Russia. The report gives interesting details as to the 
position and prospects of the petroleum industry of the 
district, and concludes with the following statement as to 
the participation in it of British capital and enterprise :— 
“ There is no English firm established either at Baku or 
Batoum. At Poti there is one English firm doing a good 
business, chiefly in boxwood, Indian corn, maganese, and 
other local products, but not particularly engaged in the 
petroleum trade. Most of the refiners and well-owners 
at Baku are in a state verging on bankruptcy ; but this 
does not at all show that good business could not be done 
there. If any trade in the world were conducted on the 
system,or, rather, utter want of system, that prevailsat Baku, 


bankruptcy would speedily follow. Hardly any of the 
heads of the firms are men of business, or could tell 
whether they were doing a profitable trade or not, if they 
were at Baku, but they are generally absentees, leaving 


| the duties to be performed by a manager, who is not looked 


after so long as he remits funds to headquarters. When 
he ceases to do that, he is summarily dismissed. I know 
that one of the lacgest firms at Baku has changed its 
business - manager seven times in about two years. 
Offices are only open daily from about 8.30 
a.m. to 12.0 noon, and then again for about two hours in 
the evening; while much time is wasted in card playing. 
Scandalous waste, not to say speculation, goes on every- 
where. If under such circumstances a profit were made, 
it would be rather surprising than otherwise. Some 
foreign merchants, Germans and others, who attend to 
their work themselves and conduct the trade in a business 
way, are making money. I consider that a great opening 
will occur for English merchants as soon as a pipe line 
is laid down to Batoum or Poti, for commencing a profit- 
able business, by erecting storage tanks at Batoum, and 
purchasing oil and other petroleum products from the 
refiners ; but I do not consider that it would ever pay an 
English firm to own wells, or refine oil at Baku ; there are 
already too many refineries there, and the business requires 
to be removed to the Black Sea coast, if it is to flourish. 
In the Caucasus, besides petroleum, there are many other 
products, which it would pay to export; box-wood, oak, 
Indian corn, silver-lead ore, manganese, and perhaps 
copper; for the smelting of which, Messrs Siemens and 
Co. have large works near Elizabetpol. What I would 
strongly recommend is, that English firms should send out 
their own agents to make inquiries on the spot. The 
journey is not an expensive one, and the country is full of 
German agents who are ready to take advantage of the 
opportunity when the pipe line is opened, and if English- 
men are not early in the field, we shall find ourselves shut 
out from this trade. 


Trans-Caucasian Trape.—In his report Col. Stewart 
incidentally refers to the closing by Russia of the transit 
trade through the Caucasus, upon which he comments as 
follows :—“ Russia, about two and a-half years ago, closed 
what is known as the transit trade through the Caucasus. 


Formerly goods intended for Persia and Northern 
Afghanistan could be sent from the Black Sea to the Caspian 
in sealed wagons, without paying any duty in Russia. 
A certain number of Moscow merchants petitioned the 
Emperor to forbid this transit trade; and although a 
Commission of Russian experts appointed to consider the 
question recommended that the transit trade should not 
be closed, an order was obtained forbidding the transport 
of goods through the Caucasus without the payment of the 
full Russian import duties, which are quite prohibitory. 
Almost all trade by this route for Persia and Central Asia 
at once ceased. The railway company now carry large 
quantities of corn, manganese, and petroleum products 
to Poti and Batoum, but the wagons have to return 
empty from West to East, as there is hardly any trade 
worth mentioning from Batoum eastward. Thus the 
railway company is obliged to charge much higher rates 
for the carriage of goods from East to West than they 
would have to do if they could get a return freight. The 
Moscow merchants believed that if the goods of Western 
Europe were shut out by a prohibitory tariff from entering 
Persia from the North, Russian goods would be taken 
instead ; but this has not, except in a very small degree, 
proved to be the case. The only consequence of the closing 
of the transit trade has been that goods which formerly 
were sent through the Caucasus are now sent either by the 
Persian Gulf to Bandar Abbas, Bushire, and Mahomera, 
or else are sent by Trebizond, through Armenia, to Persia. 
Russian merchants in the Caucasus, who formerly received 
large agency charges, and the Trans-Caucasus Railway 
Company, who received a considerable payment for freight 
for carrying these goods, have lost this money, which has 
chiefly gone into the pockets of English merchants and 


English shipping companies. The closing of the transit 


trade has undoubtedly adversely affected the petroleum 
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industry of Baku, by forcing the railway company to 
charge a higher rate than they would have required to do 
if they could have had freight from West to East as well as 
from East to West. While I was in Baku, the Government, 
in the hope of stimulating the trade in Russian sugar with 
Persia and Central Asia, issued a Ukase, by which an 
export bounty of eighty kopeks in gold, one rouble forty 
kopeks in paper money, will be paid on every pood of 
sugar exported either to Central Asia or Persia. Besides 
this, the exporter will receive back sixty-five kopeks which 
have already been paid as excise on the sugar. Thus, the 
exporter of every pood, or 36 lbs, of sugar will, on its 
export, receive about two roubles, or four shillings. It is 
hoped by this means to stimulate the trade, which is ina 
languishing condition, and to provide freights for the 
Trans-Caspian Railroad, which‘at present carries hardly 
anything but railway material and necessaries for the 
troops quartered in the Trans-Caspian province. There 
is at present very little trade in that province.” 


Britisu Trape with Crete.—Reporting on the trade 
of Crete, Consul Biliotti states that the values of the

And with regard to British trade specially, he reports as 
follows :—* British articles of trade have followed the 
general augment. Cotton and woollen goods, which 
represent more than one-fourth of the total value of 
imports, have only augmented by 4,000/. It is remarkable 
that woollen stuffs and cloth have nearly doubled in value, 
and no doubt also in volume. On the total of 163,916l 
which represents these heads, upwards of 140,000/ are 
Manchester goods. As I have stated in my report for 
January last, the ground lost by our manufacturers on 
some qualities of grey goods was more than compensated 
by that gain on prints; but we must face the fact that 
Austria and Germany are great competitors in this 
market, and that if they cannot produce at lower prices, 
they have, at all events, the advantage of cheaper trans- 
port, in consequence of their being in closer proximity and 
in direct communication with this island. Other British 
products keep their ground with advantage. The only 
article of trade on which there has been a decrease is 
herrings, for 1,3117; but all others, including coals, give 
an increase of about 12,0001, or quite 50 per cent. on the 
value of the identical products imported last year. On 
articles of foreign product or growth an improvement is 
also noticeable, but not to the same extent. Summing up. 
British trade, as compared with last year, shows an 
increase of 20,0007, and that of all other countries 
128,500/, nine-tenths of which sum are in favour of 
Turkey. Great Britain, with 191,009, stands first in the 
return of imports. 


Macuinery 1n Mexico.—The United States Consul at 
Guerro has made the following report upon the demand 
for machinery in Mexico :—“ As I receive continually cir- 
culars and letters asking for information from manufac. 
turers of machinery and tools, I would state that there is 
no demand here for machinery of any sort. In agriculture, 
a few small iron ploughs, it is true, are used, and I believe 
that they are coming into more general use. The plough 
used by Mexicans is made out of a crooked fork of a tree, 
shod on the end with iron. Their hoes are very wide, 
heavy, and clumsy. A light hoe would be useless where 
so many bushes and stumps are left after their mode of 
ploughing. No mowers, reapers, thrashing-machines, or 
harrows are used or needed, as corn is the only kind of 
grain planted here, Corn is always shelled by hand, on 
an olotero, which is made by tying together a number of | 
corn-cobs in a circular form. As the bread generally eaten | 


means of another long stone (la mano), a hand machine for 
reducing it to a pulp would be saleable. Carpenters’, black. 1 
smiths’, and shoemakers’ tools find a ready sale. Washing 

machines or wash-boardsarenot used. Thewashing is done by 
women, who squat down along the banks of the river with 
their dresses tucked up between their knees and scrub the 
clothes on flat stones, and afterwards hang them out to 
dry on the bushes. There are no windmills here, although 
they would be particularly useful for pumping water out 
of the river for irrigating purposes, as the crops are 
generally lost from the drouth ; and if artesian wells were 
sunk they could be used for giving water to stock. In fact, 
neither agriculture nor stock raising can be profitably 
carried on here without artesian wells and windmills. A 
few pumps could be sold here at present, especially pumps 
for cisterns. It would pay some enterprising person to 
come to Mexico and put down artesian wells and erect 
windmills, especially on the plains which extend South of 
Sierra Madre. When I speak of machinery I only refer 
to this consular district. In the interior of Mexico con- 
siderable machinery is being introduced of all kinds. There 
is no demand in this consular district for mining machinery 
and implements, as the only mines here are of coal, and 
they are not worked at present for want of transportation 
for the coal. The nearest silver mines are at Cerralvo and 
Vallecill, in Nuevo Leon, 90 miles distant. No electric |} 
machinery would sell here at present.” 


Tue Dry Goons Trapge 1x Canapa.—On this subject 
the Monetary Times of Toronto reports as follows :— 
“Enquiries amongst the dry goods trade elicit generally 
satisfactory replies as to the state of trade. The experience 
of wholesale merchants is, in a majority of cases, referred 
to, that business is better than at this time last year, 
while complaints as to remittances are not serious. The 
rise in price of wool and woollen goods, while it has not 
benefitted our importers so far as concerns the goods 
already brought out, may enable them to get ashade more 


profit on new transactions. But cable repeats are smaller 
than they would be, probably because it is so hard to get 
the necessary advance. The feeling among retail mer- 
chants generally is one of great hopefulness, and buying 
is, on their part, this autumn much more free than in 
previous seasons. This is probably the result of a con- 
viction that goods of a textile character have long been at 
too low a price to afford an adequate profit to cither 
maker or handler. Buying goods on a falling market is 
rarely cheerful work, and this is what all tradesmen had 
to do for a period that was tediously long. The rise has 
been reached, and everyone who has to handle woollens 
or cottons seems rather pleased at it. And the advance 
in woollens is greater than people generally will believe. 
As examples, cashmere hose, which a few months ago 
could be sold, with a profit, at 75 cents per pair, if 
imported now could not be sold at a like profit short of 
1:25 dol. Bradford worsteds are 50 per cent., in some 
cases 69 per cent., higher, and West of England cloths 
show a strong advance. In addition to the advance of 
previous months, French dress woollens have risen a 
penny a yard this month. Canadian blankets, heavy 
woollens and tweeds are all higher, 15 per cent. is pro- 
bably a low ratio; on same blankets 25 per cent. is 
charged for repeat orders. Fora line of Canadian tweeds 
costing 60 cents per yard at the mill early this season, 
67; cents is asked to repeat. The present outlook is 
that this advance will be maintained. There are, indeed, 
some grounds for the opinion that woollens may go 
higher. Cottons are firmer all over. An advance of a 
quarter of a cent on all bleached goods, declared last 
month, is firmly adhered to by Canadian makers. In 
domestics the feeling at the mills is strong dud the general 
tendency upward, with some talk of a further advance.”
